Quinsy Sore 
Throat “ In 
Season” 


This Painful Disease 
Is More Common in 
the Spring and Fall

WARM W EATHER is here ana 
with h a v arwty of diseases encou n­ 
tered in changeable weather. Su ch a 
disease is "qu insy sore throat" which 
occu rs most fre­ 
qu ently in spring 
and fall. 
Q u i n s y sore 
throat 
is an u n­ 
comfortable 
and 
painfu l affliction. 
M a n y 
persons 
hav e 
the 
false 
Impression it is 
m e r e l y an in­ 
flammation or ir­ 
r i t a 11 on of the 
throat. It Is real­ 
ly an abscess lo- 
c a t e d i n 
t he 
throat near the 
Dr. Co p ela n d 
tonsil. 
It 
Is a 
common affliction 
of persons who are v ictims of ton­ 
silitis and, In most instances, can be 
traced to diseased and infected ton­ 
sils. 
It is often confu sed with ton­ 
silitis bu t differs from this infection 
by being more painfu l and Inv olv ing 
only one side of the throat. 
Like tonsilitis, the su fferer from 
qu insy sore throat is u nable to swal­ 
low food and has pain on eating or 
talking. 
High fev er, headache and 
general discomfort are other signs of 
this disorder. 
As a ru le, there is a 
throbbing and painfu l sensation In 
the e» r of the side affected. For this 
reason it is often mistaken for an 
infected ear. 
The only 
cu re 
for 
qu insy sore 
throat is incision and drainage of the 
pu s. 
Like any other abscess within 
the body , cu re can only be brou ght 
abou t by ev acu ation of the pu s. U n­ 
fortu nately , most persons fear the 
knife and av oid this simple operation. 
This is an u nwise attitu de, for al­ 
thou gh the acu te pain might su bside 
and the infection seern to clear u p, 
it will recu r at frequ ent interv als. 
I 
hav e known patients who hav e had 
as many as six to ten attacks of 
qu insy sore throat within a short 
period of time. 
Of qpu rse, qu insy sore throat can 
be prcfeqted by remov ing all centers 
of infection within the throat. 
Since 
infected and enlarged tonsils are the 
most common cau ses of this distu rb­ 
ance. I wou ld recommend that ton­ 
sils which are really diseased be re­ 
mov ed. If y ou are the v ictim of dis­ 
eased tonsils and qu insy sore throat 
do not hesitate to hav e this opera­ 
tion. 
If y ou hav e nev er su ffered 
from this form of sore throat, bu t 
hav e had trou ble with y ou r tonsils, 
y ou can sav e y ou rself from a great 
deal of u nnecessary pain by hav ing 
the tonsils remov ed. 
May Cau se Other Diseases 
Diseased tonsils are a stu mbling 
block to health. 
They are often the 
u nderly ing cau se of su ch phy sical 
distu rbances as heart disease, kidney 
disease, arthritis, neu ritis and neu ­ 
ralgia. 
This menace 
is 
especially 
great in y ou ng children. 
Enlarged 
and diseased tonsils retard the nor­ 
mal growth of children. Thou gh it is 
not the cau se of chorea and acu te 
rheu matism, it is often a contribu ting 
factor in the onset of these dreaded 
infections. 
In what I hav e said, I do not mean 
to imply that all tonsils shou ld be 
remov ed.

traced to diseased and infected ton- 
sils.

High fever, headache atxi 


general discomfort are other signs of 
this disorder. 
As a rule, there Is a 


throbbing and painful sensation In 
the ear o£ the side affected. For this 
reason it is often mistaken for an 
Infected ear. 


The only cure for quinsy sore 


throat is incision and drainage of the 
pus. 
Like any other abscess within 


the body, cure can only be brought 
about by evacuation of the pus. Un- 
fortunately, most persons fear the 
knife and avoid this simple operation. 
This is an unwise attitude, for al- 
though the acute pain might subside 
and the infection seem to clear up, 
it will recur at frequent intervals. I 
have known patients who have had 
as many as six to ten attacks of 
quinsy sore throat within a short 
period ^of time. 


Of pjatirs'e', quinsy sore throat can 


be preyeHjlM by removing aj) centers 
of infection within the throat. Since 
Infected and enlarged tonsils are the 
most common causes of this disturb- 
ance. I. would recommend that ton- 
sils which :are really diseased be re- 
moved. If you are the victim of dls- 
'caseti. totnsils and quinsy sore throat 
do tiot hesitate to have this opera- 
tion. 
If you have never suffered 


from this form of sore throat, but 
have had trouble with your tonsils, 
you can save yourself from a great 
deal of unnecessary pain by having 
the tonsils removed. 


May Cause Other Diaeaiet 


^Diseased tonsils are « stumbling 
jlploclf ,to' health. They are often the' 
«nh<3eHyln& cause of auch-physical 


itySijces as heart disease, kidney 
s*. arthritis, neuritis and neu- 


menace Is especially 


i'fIn''young children. 
Eniar&ed 


. sincl:diseased tonsils retard the nor- 


mal growth of children. Though It Is 
not the cause of chorea and acute 
rheumatism, it Is often a contributing 
factor in the onset of these dreaded 
infections. 


In what I have said, I do not mean 


to imrJy that all tonsils should be 
removed. 
This is a mistaken Idea 


and I am strongly opposed to such a 
procedure. 
The tonsils should only 


be removed tvhen they are enlarged 
and Infected. 


Bear In mind, that in quinsy sore 


throat, the seat of Infection 
may 


come from 
diseased 
and 
Infected 


teeth or nasal sinuses. This is espe- 
cially true in adults. Do not neglect 
quinsy sore throat but make every 
effort to determine the underlying 
cause.
